moments when they occur in the middle of 
our heavily scheduled days, as we run from 
one meeting to another. I must admit, I cer¬ 
tainly am not. Who among us takes the time to 
really stop and appreciate everyday miracles? 

1 think about Heschel’s sense of “radical 
amazement” now as the summer months 
approach and as I imagine everyone prepar¬ 
ing for some kind of summer vacation. For 
many of us who are too busy to appreciate 
the miraculous moments in our day-to-day 
lives, we furiously plan such moments into 
our vacations. 

How so? We vacation to places of natur¬ 
al beauty. We visit rain forests, the Alps. We 
take a trip to the desert. We spend time by 
the ocean. While we have the time, we seek 
to create for ourselves as many moments as 
possible to appreciate life’s miracles. 

It’s too bad that we are not able to expe¬ 


rience these moments when we are just living 
our day-to-day lives. Our lives would be 
much healthier and much more meaningful 
were we better able to integrate our two 
modes of being in the world—our busy 
selves and our more contemplative selves. 

Judaism offers a suggestion. To help us 
appreciate the miraculous of the everyday, 
we should recite blessings. Blessings enable 
us to acknowledge the moment and to make 
it sacred. 

LJpon eating bread, we are to say: 
l ‘Hamotzi lechem min haaretz.” “Blessed are 
You, God, who has brought forth bread from 
the earth.” When saying those words, we 
should feel what a miracle it is to have food 
to eat. 

Upon seeing lightning, shooting stars,

great deserts, mountains, a sunrise or a sun¬ 
set, we are to recite: “Oseh maaseh veresheet." 
“Blessed are You, God, who enacts the 
creation.” 

When we recite a blessing we acknowl¬ 
edge a moment that we might otherwise have 
let pass us by. 

Leah Goldberg, a modern Israeli poet, 
who lived from 1911-1970, recognized the 
need to appreciate the miracles of life and the 
difficulty in so doing when she wrote the 
following: 

“Teach me, God. 

To pray, 

To praise the splendor of ripe fruit, 

The wonder of a wrinkled leaf, 

The freedom to see, to feel, to breathe, 
To know, to hope, and even to know 
grief. 

Teach my lips blessing, song, and praise 
when you renew Your time each night, 
each dawn, 

So that my days will not repeat my 
yesterdays, 

to save my life from mere routine of all 
days gone.” 

May her words inspire us to find the mira¬ 
cles in everyday life, to acknowledge them, to 
appreciate them, and to praise God for them.

Book of Remembrance 
Publishing Deadline 
Friday, June 27 

P ark Avenue Synagogue publishes a Book 
of Remembrance every year, for Yom 
Kippur, in which members of our con¬ 
gregation can list the names of their departed 
loved ones. The deadline for the inclusion of 
names to be listed is Friday, June 27. 

Since there is no carryover of listings 
from one year to the next, the names of loved 
ones must be resubmitted every year. 

Names of the deceased listed in the Book 
of Remembrance are memorialized when 
Yizkor is recited four times during the year, 
during the Yizkor Memorial Services on Yom 
Kippur and on the second day of the Festivals 
of Sukkot and Shavuot. During Passover, the 
Yizkor Memorial Service takes place on the 
eighth day of Passover. 

The publishing deadline is a firm one. 
Therefore, to avoid disappointment, return 
the card you will receive in the mail promptly. 


All About Shavuot 

S havuot, the Festival of Weeks or 
Pentacost, is celebrated exactly seven 
weeks after Passover. It is observed for 
one day in Israel and for two days for those of 
us who live in the diaspora. 

Originally, Shavuot was solely an agricul¬ 
tural festival, a time of ceremony and rejoicing 
when the first fruits where brought to 
Jerusalem. But, in time, it became associated 
historically with the giving of the Torah on 
Mount Sinai. 

During the services on this Festival, we 
read the Ten Commandments and the general 
theme is the Jewish love of learning. Also, the 
Book of Ruth is read at this time because it 
shows the great devotion of Ruth to her 
adopted faith and people. 

Among the customs associated with this 
Festival are decorating the synagogue with 
flowers, all night study (Tikun Leyl Shavuot), 
and the eating of dairy foods which is sym¬ 
bolic of the concept of Israel as the land of 
milk and honey. 

Tikun Leyl Shavuot 
Tuesday, June 10 at 8 PM. 

I t is a Jewish tradition to spend the first 
night of Shavuot studying Torah, because 
it is on Shavuot that we celebrate the giv¬ 
ing of the Torah to Moses and the Jewish 
people. This tradition is called Tikun Leyl 
Shavuot. 

At 8 P.M. on Tuesday evening, June 10, 
Cantor David Lefkowitz, together with the 
Synagogue Choir, will conduct a special 
Festival service. This service will be followed 
by a study session with Rabbi Kenneth A. 
Stern. His topic will be “The Ruth Paradigm.” 

Cheesecake and coffee, in honor of the 
tradition of eating dairy foods on Shavuot, will 
be served after the study session.

T he graduation ceremony for students in 
the Rabbi Judah Nadich High School 
will take place during the Minhah ser¬ 
vice which begins at 5:45 P.M. on the first day 
of Shavuot, Wednesday, June 11th.

Then, a buffet dinner in honor of the grad¬ 


uates, compliments of the Park Avenue 
Synagogue, will follow the service.
